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1. VLADIVOSTOK MEETING. SOVIET MEDIA CONTINUED TO 
BOULD UP COVERAGE OF EVENTS RELATED TO THE MEETING 
ON SATURADY. ALL CENTRAL PRESS ON NOVMEBER 22 REPORT 
THE ARRIVAL IN KHABAROVSK OF BREZHNEV AND HIS COMPANIONS 
ON THEIR WAY TO VLADIVOSTOK. ALL PAPERS REPORTED 
BREZHNEV'S MEETING IN KHABAROVSK WITH LEADRES OF THE 
SOVIET EASTERN PROVINCES; GROMYKO ALSO PARTICIPATED. 

THE TELEVISION NEWS ON NOVEMBER 21 LED WITH BREZHNEV'S 
TRAVELS AND THE VLADIVOSTOK MEETING, AND FEATURED AN 
INTERVIEW WITH CPUSA OFFICAL JACKSON WHO UNDERLINED THE 
BENEFITS TO BOTH PEOPLES OF MOSCOW'S DETENTE POLICY. 
IZVESTIYA S FRONT PAGE LEADER (NOVEMBER 21) DESCRIBED 
THE COURSE OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN THE WORLD IN ACCORD 
WITH BREZHNEV'S VIEWS. THE ARTICLE QUOTED BREZHNEV AT 
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THE BEGINNING AND END AND DESCRBIED HIM AS "HEAD OF THE 
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CENTRAL COMMITTEE" OF THE PARTY, A SLIGHT ELEVATION IN 
HIS OFFICIAL STATURE. FROM THE U.S. PERSPECTIVE, 

IZVESTIYA CARRIES A MAIOR ARTICLE BY CORRESPONDENT 
KONDRASHOV FROM ATLANTA WHICH QUOTES THE MAYOR, THE 
STATE GOVERNOR AND FORMER SECRETARY DEAN RUSK AS 
FAVORING BETTER RELATIONS WITH MOSCOW. ATLANTA IS 
PORTA YED AS A BAROMETER AND A MICROCOSM OF THE U.S. 

A TASS ARTICLE FROM NEW YORK, CARRIED IN PRAVDA AND 
IZVESTIYA, CITED A U.S. BUSINESSMAN AND A GOVERNMENT 
TRADE OFFICIAL LOOKING TOWARD THE BENEFITS FROM THE 
VLADIVOSTOK MEETING. 

2. BILATERAL MATTERS. PRAVDA REPORTS ON PAGE ONE THE 
DECISION OF THE SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE TO REPORT OUT 
THE TRADE BILL FAVORABLY, AND TO AWAIT ANOTHER STATEMENT 
BY SECRETARY KISSINGER. (PRAVDA NOTES THAT THE 
SECRETARY HAS ALREADY SPOKEN IN FAVOR OF THE BILL AND OF 
MFN.) SOVIET HEALTH MINISTER PETROVSKY, IN A FEATURE 
ARTICLE IN PRAVDA, WRITES ABOUT THE SOVIET-U.S. 

EXCHANGES IN THE FIELDS OF MEDICAL SCIENCE AND PUBLIC 
HEALTH SINCE THE SIGNING OF BILATERAL AGREEMENTS IN 1972. 

THE ARTICLE STRESSES THE BENEFITS TO BOTH SIDES OF THIS 
FRUIT OF DETENTE. 

3. PRESIDENT S TRAVELS. IZVESTIYA (NOVMEBER 21) FOLLOWS 
THE LINE SET BY PRAVDA YESTERDAY ON THE JAPAN-U.S. 
COMMUNIQUE BY CITING JAPANESE PRESS COMMENTS ON THE THINGS 
LEFT UNSAID. NONE OF THE MEDIA HAVE SO FAR REPORTED THE 
PRESIDENT'S TRIP TO SEOUL. HOWEVER, IZVESTIYA'S COMMENTARY 

IS DEVOTED TO SUPPORTING NORTH KOREA'S ATTEMPTS TO PROMOTE 
THE REDUCTION OF TENSIONS ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA TOWARD 
THE GOAL OF PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION AND THE WITHDRAWAL OF 
ALL FOREIGN FORCES. THE PRO-PYONGYANG EFFORTS AT THE UN 
ARE DISCUSSED, BUT THE U.S. IS NOT MENTIONED EXPLICITLY. 

4. ZAMBIA. ALL CENTRAL PRESS CONTINUE TO REPORT THE 
ACTIVITIES OF PRESIDNET KAUNDA IN MOSCOW, INCLUDING HIS 
TALKS ON NOVEMBER 21 WITH PODGORNY. 

5. OTHER ITEMS. IZVESTIYA CITES "FOREIGN OBSERVERS" TO 
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CRITICIZE THE CENTO "MIDLINK" EXERCIES IN THE INDIAN 
OCEAN AND QUOTES INDIAN DEFENSE MINISTER SWARAN SINGH 
THAT SUCH EXERCIESE ARE INAPPROPRIATE IN AN AGE OF 
DETENTE. A PRAVDA COMMENTARY NOTES OPPOSITION BY "THE 
MASSES" TO MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS, AND PRAVDA REPORTS 
THE FAILURE OF MEDIATION EFFORTS IN THE U.S. COAL MINERS' 
STRIKE.
